Liberal Reduction in Fees Voted With 60-Day Holiday on Penalities — 
A. J. Glover, President — Baltimore in 1934 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


ONSTRUCTIVE relief measures for the breeders of 
C Holstein-Friesian cattle held the center of the stage in 

the Chicago Convention. The by-laws were amended 
reducing materially the whole scale of fees, both for mem- 
bers and non-members, and a 60-day holiday on all penalty 
fees was set up to give all breeders an opportunity to get 
their back papers in order at rates they can afford today. 
The transfer schedule will start at $1.00 for members ($1.50 
when filed after three months from date of sale). Former 
fees were $1.50 and $3.00. Non-members will pay $1.50 and 
$2.50 (reduced from $3.00 and $6.00). Under the holiday 
plan, until August 15, members and non-members alike 
may record transfers at $1.00, regardless of when the sale 
was made. The new scale of registration fees calls for 
members to pay $1.00 for females under one year—$1.50 
over one year of age reduced from $2.00 and $3.00 (re- 
duced from $4.00 and $8.00). A holiday on registration 
penalties gives all breeders, both members and non-mem- 
bers, the privilege of registering both males and females 
of any age and either sex at a flat rate of $.75 until August 
15, 1933. For the same period life membership applica- 
tions will be received at $10.00 (instead of $25.00). 


If breeders take advantage of this opportunity and show 
sufficient interest in it, the Executive Committee is given 
authority to extend the Holiday month by month, in no 
case longer than to November 30, 1933. 


No change was made in the arrangement to return to 
the state associations 50 cents on each transfer for their 
use in extension activities. 

President Thompson called the Convention to order 
promptly at 10 o’clock on Wednesday morning, June 7. 
Chairman Norton, of the Committee on Credentials and 
Permanent Membership, presented his report and the roll 
of the delegates was called by Secretary Seaverns. Nearly 
every state was represented by its full delegation. 


The reports of officers being in printed form, their 
reading was dispensed with and instead informal reports 
were presented, giving developments since the close of 
the fiscal year 1931-32. Secretary Seaverns reported cash 
receipts of about $85,000 for the first five months of the 
year in his office from 42,000 registrations and 11,000 trans- 
fers, the number of registrations being considerably in- 
creased as a result of the last-minute rush of applications 
under the Mott moratorium plan which ended December 31, 
most of which had to be carried over into the current 
year’s business. Mr. Seaverns reported that the new form 
ot combination registration and transfer certificate, which 
was used for a short time some years ago and which was 
authorized by the Convention a year ago, will be used as 
soon as the present supply of separate certificate forms is 
used up. 


Chairman H. V. Noyes, of the Finance Committee, sup- 
plemented his report with the statement that for the first 
time in six years the receipts of the Secretary’s office 
were greater in the month of May than in the month of 
April. Ordinarily the trend is downward from April but 


this year it has been increasing during May in spite of 
the general expectation that lower fees would be in effect 
after the Convention. Director Clark of the Extension 
Service gave a brief summary of the activities of his De- 
partment for the past year. (See June 3 issue for de- 
tails). 


This brought the order of business down to the resolu- 
tions and amendments, the discussion being led by the 
Resolutions Committee composed of Messrs. Noyes, 
Kellogg and Bell. The first was that of Mr. Frank N. Decker 
urging that the Association put forth more effort to edu- 
cate its members to correctly interpret and better appreci- 
ate records made on two-time milking in comparison with 
Class A records on four-time milking. This was supported 
by Mr. M. H. Keeney and carried without further discus- 
sion. 

Another resolution by Mr. Decker called for support 
by the National Association of legislation in the various 
states to permit standardization of milk and further to 
work for the establishment of 3% instead of 3.5% test 
as the base of determining milk prices. This resolution 
was temporarily laid on the table for further action after 
the question of milk marketing was reached in the order 
of business for the afternoon and when that point was 
reached, the motion to leave it on the table was adopted 
with little discussion other than the statement that several 
of the states, notably New York and Wisconsin, had de- 
cided against the advisability of pressing for legislation to 
legalize the standardization of market milk. 


The next resolution was that of Charles W. Symons, 
president of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Wiscon- 
sin, to drop the requirement for daily milk weights in the 
Herd Test in connection with a one-day official period with- 
out preliminary milking. Roy T. Harris, of Wisconsin, 
spoke in favor of the proposal, giving his conviction that 
the proposed change would not affect the reliability of the 
record, pointing out that the Guernsey and Holstein Herd 
Test rules are the only ones now making this require- 
ment. Mr. H. V. Noyes pointed out that breeders who do 
not desire to keep daily milk weights in the Herd Test 
now have the option of omitting them if they use the form 
of supervision calling for a preliminary dry milking. He 
expressed the opinion that the present options go about as 
far as we ought to go in the way of relaxing the rules in 
this test. Supt. Norton, upon request, gave his ideas on 
the subject, which were similar to those expressed by Mr. 
Noyes, but carrying further the suggestion that four-time 
milking be eliminated in connection with Herd Test rec- 
ords. T. S. Gold, of Connecticut, then moved that the 
rules governing the conduct of the Herd Test be left as 
at present, and this was carried unanimously. 


The next resolution was another by Charles W. Symons, 
president of the Holstein-Friesian Association of Wiscon- 
sin, authorizing another moratorium on penalty fees for 
females over one year of age until January 1, 1934. Mr. 
James A. Reynolds, Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
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moved as a substitute an amendment in the form of a 
temporary addition to Article IV, Section 51 of the by- 
laws, providing that commencing June 15, 1933, and for 
sixty days thereafter, the Secretary is authorized to accept 
applications for registry from members and non-members 
alike at seventy-five cents each, egardless of the age or 
sex of the animal, that the Executive Committee be given 
authority to extend this from month to month if in their 
judgment breeders are availing themselves to this privi- 
lege sufficiently to warrant its continuance, but in no case 
after November 30, 1933. The resolution also carried a 
proposal for a similar holiday on penalty fees for transfer, 
and on increased fees for non-members, during the same 
period and with the same authority to the Executive Com- 
mittee. Under this holiday, transfers may be filed at $1 
by both members and non-members alike and _ without 
regard to when the sale was actually made. Fifty cents 
from each transfer would go back to the states as in past 
years. 

Secretary Seaverns was asked for a statement of his 
views on the subject and expressed his belief that the 
reduction in fees would increase the total cash receipts of 
the Secretary’s office. He pointed out that the Reserve 
Fund was built up on the lower rate of fees to a maximum 
of $357,000 in 1922 and that it is now reduced to about 
$203,000. He stated that his office had received thousands 
of complaints against the present scale of fees, particularly 
the penalty fees, and reported that receipts in his office 
have dropped off an average of $79,000 a year for the past 
three years. He also stated that since 1922 the National 
Assocation has allocated some $415,000 for state and na- 
tional extension work, and expressed his opinion that the 
results have not justified the cost. He pointed out that 
membership in the state associations in most cases is only 
a small fraction of the National members residing in such 
states, giving the figures for one important Holstein state 
as 241 members of the state associations, and of these 115 
being active members of the National Association. There 
are residing in that state over 18,000 members of the Na- 
tional Association, of which over 1,000 are active members. 
John B. Irwin then moved the adoption of the Reynolds 
amendment, T. S. Gold suggesting that a general discus- 
sion of the whole matter of fees take place at this time 
and let the Chair appoint a small committee to bring 
in a report covering the whole subject. This view was 
supported by Mr. J. S. Maverick, of Texas, but upon the 
question being called for, Mr. Irwin’s motion to adopt the 
Reynolds substitute holiday plan was adopted, Mr. Gold 
alone voting no. Mr. Gold then renewed his motion for the 
Chair to appoint a committee to report on the general 
scale of fees, which was adopted, and the Chair later ap- 
pointed such with James A. Reynolds, Chairman; H. V. 
Noyes, John A. Bell, Jr., Glen Householder, T. S. Gold, 
H. W. Allyn, W. S. Moscrip and W. D. Robens as mem- 
bers. Their report later in the day called for the follow- 
ing scale of fees: registration fees for members, fe- 
males under 1 year, $1.00—females over 1 year, $1.50; 
males under 1 year, $2.50; males over; 1 year, $3 for 
non-members; females under one year $1.50, over one 
year $2.50; males under one year, $3.00; over one 
year $5. Transfers for members, $1; if filed more than 
three months from date of sale, $1.50; for non-members, 
$1.50; if filed more than three month from date of sale, 
$2.50 Duplicate certificates 25 cents; transfers where no 
actual change of ownership occurs, 25 cents. This report 
was adopted unanimously. No change was made in the 
present by-law which provides that fifty cents of each 
transfer shall be equitably apportioned for Extension work 
in such states and territories as in the judgment of the 
Board of Directors will best promote the interest of the 
Association. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Seaverns ciarifying the 
wording of Article IV, Section 49, in the matter of fees paid 
where filed by non-members but signed by members, or 
vice-versa, was adopted. 

The next was the amendment by Mr. A. L. Jones, 
Fabius Farms, Three Rivers, Michigan, to amend Article 
IV, Section 49, to provide that a life member may register 
cattle at member’s fees either in his individual or in the 
name of a farm of which he is the sole owner but not in 
both. After some discussion participated in by Mr. Jones, 
Mr. Maverick of Texas, Mr. Ellis of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Mott of Kansas, Mr. Beck of Virginia, and others, it was 
moved by Mr. Elder the matter be laid on the table, and 
this motion was carried, the opinion of Counsel being 
that the present by-laws permitted exactly what Mr. Jones 
sought to obtain by his amendment. 
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The next amendment was one offered by Secretary 
Seaverns to reduce the compensation of members of the 
Committee on Elections from $40 to $20 above hotel and 
railroad expenses. Mr. H. W. Allyn, of Illinois, moved that 
this be amended to provide that no compensation be allow- 
ed for service on the Committee on Elections except rail- 
road and hotel expense. This amendment was Carried. 

Mr. C. W. Wray, of Illinois, withdrew his proposed 
amendment in regard to redistricting the country for the 
election of delegates to the National Convention. He 
stated that he had hoped to bring in some amendments 
to it for the consideration to the Convention but had been 
advised that it would be inadvisable from a legal stand- 
point. He stated his intention to bring it up on another 
basis next year to equalize delegate representation. This 
statement called forth some remarks from a number of the 
smaller states, including Mr. L. H. Addington, of New 
Mexico, who pointed out the great potential market in 
the Southwest for Holstein cattle, and Mr. W. L. Quayle, 
of Wyoming, who expressed opposition to the whole idea 
of grouping states of small population and Dr. Strickland 
of Rhode Island, who urged that the small states should 
still have representation and that their judgment is often 
not bad although their numbers are small. Mr. Charles 
W. Symons, president of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Wisconsin, also withdrew his proposed amendment that 
would permit the forming of sub-districts within the states 
because of the legal question involved in this change. 

At this point, Mr. James Stark, of New York, offered a 
resolution citing that because of the many variable factors 
determining the transmitting value of a bull and likewise 
the expense involved for the Assocaiton, that the matter 
of bull indexes be held in abeyance and that such index 
be not published in the Red Book until such time as au- 
thorized by vote of the National convention. Mr. Gold, of 
Connecticut, arose to express his disagreement with this 
resolution and inquired as to the cost of publishing the 
bull indexes, which was answered by Supt. Norton as being 
rather small. Mr. P. P. Van Nuys, of New Jersey, expressed 
his belief in the Herd Test and that a great part of its 
value is in proving sires. He feels that the bull index 
may not be perfect but we need a basis of determining 
the value of a sire. Mr. Noyes expressed his belief that 
the rescinding of this action by the Board would be a 
serious backward step, and expressed his view that our 
Association should proceed with the latest developments 
in genetics. Mr. John G. Ellis, of Massachusetts, outlined 
briefly the policy being followed in the Massachusetts 
Proven Sire Plan, and urged that the Association make 
use of such an index, but that the index be not published 
in the Red Book, leaving it up to individual breeders to 
use it or not as they like. Mr. J. S. Maverick, of Texas, 
disagreed with this view, expressing his belief that publicity 
is a great asset. He told of a $25,000 bull of another breed 
in his state that proved to be a great failure as a sire 
and stated that if the index of this bull had been published 
he would have done abut one-tenth as much damage. Prof. 
W. W. Yapp, of Illinois, briefly stated that it was his belief 
that the bull index was a great forward step if breeders 
in using it will realize its limitations. H. W. Allyn, of 
Illinois, suggested the possibility of giving the owner the 
privilege of having publication withheld for good and suf- 
ficient reasons, and Prof. J. R. Dice. of North Dakota, and 
Mr. J. W. Henry, of Colorado, spoke briefly in favor of 
full use of the bull index upon which the Stark resolution 
was put by the Chair and lost quite decisively. 

In the afternoon session, the Committee appotmted by 
the Chair to report on fees for registry and transfer 
brought in its report as previously mentioned which 
was adopted unanimously. Chairman Reynolds also moved 
that the life membership fee of the Association be reduced 
to $10 its regular figure of $25 under the same holiday plan 
as had been adopted for registrations and transfers. This 
resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Frank Durbin ,of Oregon, moved that the Associa- 
tion extend its thanks to Mr. Rasmussen and the Elmwood 
people for the splendid entertainment on Tuesday after- 
noon and evening, and likewise to Mr. Carroll and his 
associates representing the Illinois Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation for their many courtesies to visiting breeders. 
A resolution was also adopted, as required by law, ap- 
proving the legal report of receipts, memberships, etc., 
called for by the New York Membership’s Corporation law. 

The Nominating Committee not yet being ready to re- 
port, invitations for the 1934 convention were considered 
Vice President J. Homer Remsberg, in behalf of Maryland

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National Sale Averages $242 


‘Ellenvale’’ Top at $1,750— Carnation Bull $1,500

HE WORLD’S Fair National Sale, held in Chicago, 
Tt June 8 and 9, under the management of Melin-Peter- 
sen, averaged higher than any two-day sale of this 
or any other breed in the past twelve months, 133 head 
selling for a total of $32,155 or an average of just under 


$242. Top price for females was $1,750 and for bulls, 
$1,500. Seven other animals brought from $500 to $875 and 


thirty others from $250 to $480. The top fifty in the 
sale average $405 and the top hundred averaged $293.70. 
There were 96 animals sold for an average of over $300, 
this being the first sale of this breed—and I believe of 
any breed—in which so many animals have averaged $300 
since the Syracuse National Sale in 1931. The following 
statistics may be of interest:

Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., 
was next with six head averaging $290, closely followed by 
Wisconsin Board of Control (eight head averaging $286) 
and Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis. (six head averaging 
$284).

The second high buyer came from the same state—U. S. 
Naval Academy Dairy, taking ten head for a total of $3,065, 
including two of the $500 animals, a high record daughter 
of Pabst Admiration from Pabst Farms and a real show 
cow and producing prospect from the John R. Logan herd 
in Illinois, also paying $480 for a splendid cow consigned 
by Iowana. 


Another good buyer from the Atlantic seaboard but a 
little farther south was EB. E. Chapman, Greenville, S. C., 
who took thirteen head for a total of $3,050 and was a 
consistent bidder on many others.

The lowered fees, and the 
holiday on penalty fees, together with the special attrac- 
tions given to non-members during this period should re- 
sult in a great increase of business in the Secretary’s 
office. The moratorium last year resulted in a handsome 
increase in receipts—some 29,000 females over 1 year 
old being registered during the period. This year, the 
plan goes much farther, cutting the rate for members 
and non-members alike down to a flat 75 cents for registra- 
tions of all animals of either sex and any age, for the 
period of the holiday. 

There will, of course, be little, if any, direct profit to 
the Association in issuing registry certificates at this 
price, but it should result in getting back on the books 
great numbers of eligible animals that would otherwise 
never have been registered. After their identity had been 
lost, their future offspring, of course, would never have 
been eligible for registration. With improving times and 
better prospects already in sight, this concession in fees 
should bring in a great many of these animals and pre- 
serve their future pure bred status. While the times we 
have been going through ‘have resulted in voluntary 
selective registration to a great extent, it is not fair to 
assume that all the animals whose papers have not been 
filed are inferior. Disastrous conditions in the dairy field, 
and a limited and unsatisfactory demand for pure bred 
dairy cattle have taken the heart out of a good many 
breeders who have simply not felt able to maintain reg- 
istrations, regardless of merit, at the formerly prevailing 
scale of fees. The present “holiday” will permit these 
breeders to catch up without a big cash outlay. Improv- 
ing markets will operate to keep them in the pure bred 
ranks. 

The cut in the transfer 
similar results. 


fees should have somewhat 
Theoretically, any breeder who has made 


a sale should be willing to make a contribution through 
the transfer fee to help maintain the extension activities in 
behalf of the breed. At present price levels for cattle, a 
fee of $6.00 (the old rate for non-members when applica- 
tions were filed more than three months from date of 
sale) is altogether too high a proportion of the selling 
price. 


The result has been that many buyers preferred 
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to surrender the papers entirely than to pay such a price 
as this. They looked upon it, with some justification, as 
pure extortion. Thus during the past few years of de- 
pressed prices, transfers have fallen off much faster than 
registration—and when an animal is not transferred, its 
future offspring are not registered. The result has been 
a drop of $79,000 a year for the past three years in the 
business of the Secretary’s office. 


The new scale gives the hard-pressed breeder a de- 
cided “break.” If he takes advantage of this “holiday” in 
fees just now when we appear to be on the threshold of 
better times, not only will he benefit himself, but the pic- 
ture for the future business of the Association will like- 
wise be much brighter. Perhaps this action by the Chicago 
Convention will prove to be the most constructive form 
of extension effort we could employ. The test will lie 
in the amount of use our breeders make of their oppor- 
tunity. 


The State Associations find themselves in the fortunate 
situation of suffering no reduction in their unit allotment 
per transfer, with the prospect of a decided increase in 
the volume. This is fortunate in that it will make im- 
mediately available increased funds for local extension 
effort just at a time when increase effort is most needed 
and should be most effective in its results. In view of 
the very liberal treatment accorded them, we believe 
there should be a closer working arrangement and co- 
ordination with the National Extension Service in the 
interest of the greatest possible returns from their efforts. 


Our New Officers 

The membership will welcome their new president, Mr. 
Arthur J. Glover, to his position of responsibility. Although 
one of our younger breeders and members, he is a national 
figure in the dairy world through his work as editor of 
Hoard’s Dairyman, president of the American Dairy Fed- 
eration, and in countless other capacities of high service. 
He will bring a broad vision and abounding energy to 
his new job as president of the greatest breed association. 

Mr. E. A. Baker, of Rockingham, N. H. (and Boston, 
Mass.) our new vice president, is well known throughout 
the fraternity. His Baker Farm herd is among the leaders 
not only for New England, but for the whole breed. His 
years of activity for the breed are fittingly recognized by 
election to this honorary position. 

The Directorate 

In common with many other members, we have had a 
growing dissatisfaction with the operation of our system of 
nominating officers and directors by committee action. 
The custom has been for the Chair to appoint a Nominat- 
ing Committee, made up of representatives of the sec- 
tions from which vacancies in the Board of Officers oc- 
curred, with several other members at large. The original 
idea was that this plan would insure proper sectional 
representation and would make for an orderly, well con- 
sidered election. In order to avoid the appearance of 
“steam-roller” tactics, nominations from the floor also 
have very properly been permitted. The two systems, 
however, do not work well together in actual practice. 
The floor nominations, bolstered by oratory when placed 
in nomination, have usually been elected and some dis- 
trict has felt aggrieved over loss of its usual representation 
on the Board. Illinois, with some reason, felt that they 
were not being fairly treated when their single director 
was denied re-election by this means in 1929. To correct 
that, the next year New England lost one of their two 
directors, which they did not like. Then for each of the 
last two years, New York has lost one place on the Board, 
and went home this time feeling like a step-child—a just- 
ifiable feeling perhaps after furnishing nearly a quarter 
of the whole business of the Secretary’s office last year. 

The Nominating Committee has proven to be a splendid 
vehicle for political wire-pulling, and we believe it would 
be more satisfactory to return to the old system of nomina- 
tions from the floor of the convention. 

Another political abuse that has grown up in these con- 
tests in recent years is the practice of a delegation or 
group specially interested in some particular candidacy 
voting for their man alone. In a close election this 
frequently turns the tide, and it undoubtedly affected 
the result here. Perhaps, it is smart politics, but it smacks 
too much of the “peanut” variety to be a matter of pride. 
We should like to see a rule adopted by the next conven- 
tion, in case a vote by ballot is necessary, instructing 
the tellers to count no ballots carrying less than the full 
number of names to be elected. There is ample precedent 
in other associations for this action.

by Theodore Gold of Connecticut when he deplored the 
tendency to judge a director by his post-office address, 
rather than his ability. On the other hand, a certain bal- 
ance of geographical distribution is desirable, other things 
being equal. Such a balance brings to the Board first 
hand knowledge of varying conditions throughout the 
country, and provides an avenue of informed personal 
contact that is helpful in the promotion of the industry 
in those different states and localities. But, fundamentally, 
we need directors of national breadth, and when such 
are chosen, it does not matter so much where they hap- 
pen to reside. There has always been a little too much 
emphasis placed on geography in pressing the claims of 
nominees. Local or state pride is natural and commend- 
able, but the calibre of the man means more to the Asso- 
ciation. ; 

New York can show its real size and calibre by playing 
out the game with the same sportsmanship and square 
shooting it has shown in the past. Apparent injustices 
have a way of righting themselves under such circum- 
stances. 

The Sale 

The National Sale at Chicago must be set down as a suc- 
cess under the circumstances. <A very creditable lot of 
cattle were assembled from twelve states and were taken 
by 56 buvers in thirteen states. Price levels were not 
extravagent in any sense, but they reflected a better tone 
than we have seen for some time and should inspire re- 
newed confidence. The thanks of the industry are due the 
sale management for their efforts in organizing and pro- 
moting such an event as this, and likewise to the con- 
signors for their courage and faith in contributing so lib- 
erally of their best animals. Evidence continues to pile 
up to convince even the most skeptical that the long 
awaited turn in the tide is actually here. The World’s 
Fair National Sale points the way to better things in the 
Holstein market. 

The World’s Fair 

Probably every one who attended our Convention took 
advantage of the opportunity to visit the Century of Pro- 
gress Exposition. Many of them, like this writer, probably 
found less time for it than they really needed to get more 
than a general picture of it. Certainly, it is bringing 
large crowds to Chicago. There were eight conventions 
the same week as ours with headquarters at the Hotel 
Stevens alone. My impression of the Fair does not meas- 
ure quite up to the advance bally-hoo, possibly because 
not all of the exhibits are yet in place. However, there 
is plenty to see that is complete and we hope as many of 
our readers as possible will take it in before the close of 
the Fair on November 1. We are inclined to think the 
dairy industry could have gotten more for its money in 
its display if it had not been so ambitious in the matter of 
a separate building of its own. It’s hard to get used to 
the idea of a dairy exhibit without a single living cow 
on display.

REMOVING HARDWARE 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have been intending to write you telling of our ex- 
perience in removing hardware from cattle. In times 
past, when our cattle were much more valuable than 
now, we hated to loose them without an effort to save 
them. We have all lost cattle and some of us a good 
many from this cause. I expect we have lost twenty head 
in the last twenty years from this depraved appetite. Our 
president, Mr. Thompson had an article in the World a 
year or so ago giving his idea of the cause of cattle pick- 
ing up nails, staples, and all kinds of iron. His thought 
was that they craved the mineral that they got in this 
iron and looked for it along fences and all sorts of places. 
I believe that his idea was correct, for in our own case 
since we have commenced feeding mineral to our own Ccat- 
tle we have not had another case. 

As I have said before we have lost a great many from 
that apparent ‘cause and in some cases had posted them 
and were assured of the cause, and of course had be- 
come familiar with the symptoms. Finally we had two 
fine heifers showing symptoms at about the _ time, 
and became alarmed as they were coming thick and fast, 
and finally determined to try an operation. 

The one we most wanted to save died before we had 
time to operate, and as we were certain the other one 
was going to die anyway, we thought we would try it. We 
did so, and this heifer hardly missed a feed and fully re- 
covered in a short time, after taking a handful of assorted 
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hardware from her stomach. Since then, we have op- 
erated on two more and they were both fully successful, 
making these three operations one hundred per cent suc- 
cessful. 

I see every once in a while where some one has lost 
a valuable animal from this supposed cause. Don’t loose 
them! Get a good “vet” and go after them. They can 
be saved.

MILK ADVERTISING DISCUSSION 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Having read the first editorial in the April 8, 1933 issue 
of the World, I would like to review it in the order of its 
presentation. 

I want to emphasize what you say about the four Hol- 
stein milk leaflets by the Extension Service. The price 
is lower far than one could get them printed privately, and 
the composition is probably better. Any producer, dis- 
tributor of this milk should make use of them whether he 
is affiliated with a national advertising campaign or not, 

In the third paragraph mention is made of the recently 
suggested plan for advertising our milk (Feb. 11, 1933), 
quite as though it was an almost accepted fact. In that 
article it was specifically stated that it only served as the 
nucleus to stimulate thought for formulating the ideal plan, 
that some one would finally hit upon a scheme that would 
be best for all concerned. Rarely is the first thought or 
plan, the better one. So fellow breeders, come along and 
‘tell us through the “World” what is the best thing to do. 

Mention is made of the “ill-fated White Nectar cam- 
paign of some years ago.” Many will remember it. Per- 
sonally I refused to have anything to do with it because 
of its proposed name for our milk. To me, here was an 
expression of apology, and lack of faith in the product of 
the Holstein cow—that so many of our breeders and dis- 
tributors of her milk evidence, today; as though they were 
ashamed of their business. This lack of faith is, I believe, 
why so many of our breed owners have not made a suc- 
cess in their Holstein milk business. I don’t care what 
business he’s in, if a man lacks faith in his product, he 
never will be succesful in merchandising it. 

The production of Holstein milk as White Nectar under 
this plan, was to be supervised as to its chemical and 
sanitary quality by a representative from the Extension 
Service, as I remember. There was to be a tax to cover 
this cost and assist in nationally advertising this unin- 
formative trade name. It was bound to fail almost before 
it got underway. In the plan recently suggested in the 
“World,” it was specifically stated that ‘“‘We are not to 
exploit a ‘special’ milk to be supervised by the association, 
but Holstein milk made under sanitary conditions, etc.” 

The fourth paragraph is right in line with much of what 
1 have heard other good breeders say. An expression of 
doubt as to the permanent value of a national campaign 
for advertising Holstein milk, on ‘tthe ground that the de 
mand for “Medical” or “Baby” milk is limited. 

“For crying-out-loud.” Our ideas of Holstein milk have 
grown up—matured. Let’s do our stuff with adults. Hol- 
stein milk is just as valuable for grownups as for babies 
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and children. Let our greatest efforts be directed in get- 
ting the middle-aged interested to drink and to use Hol- 
stein milk. 

What of it, if the public have, through years of educa- 
tion, come to regard the quality of milk by color and cream 
line. We can easily handle the cream-line situation, 
through standardization, and within reason also the color, 
through feeding. Lastly in this paragraph attention is 
directed to “The difficulties in licensing producers or 
working Out a system to know that milk sold under the 
breed label really meets proper standards of quality and 
cleanliness.”” This was shown to be already provided for, 
in the article that started this discussion. 

Again in the fifth paragraph, mention is made of the 
futility of “Attempting to change the buying habits of the 
nation with an advertising appropriation that would hardly 
dent the surface.” Surely, there is truth in this, particu- 
larly if we were attempting to change the habits of the 
nation, which we should not even try to do. The greatest 
financial budget, and the most efficient publicity employed 
today, cannot do this; it doesn’t even seek to do this. I! 
have read statements by advertising authorities, that 2% 
responsive sales is profitable and a high average return. 

I am not criticising any individual quoted in the edi- 
torial. I am endeavoring to offset these arguments, to try 
to convince or be convinced that I am right or wrong. We 
have just got to advertise our breed milk; we should not 
permit other breeders to give the public the impression 
that their breed is the only one producing good milk. 
That’s what they are doing now; we are not, and by 
crackey they’re geting some of the business that was ours. 
If we don’t bestir ourselves and follow suit, they’ll have 
all the business. That’s why we just can’t help but ad- 
vertise. If advertising is good for other business, then its 
good for ours. 

Think of the sponsored programs via radio. 
was only one tooth paste so advertised; now there are 
many, All done, partly in self-defense. Same way with 
antiseptics—first Pepsodent, then Listerine, followed by 
Lavoris, and now comes Vic’s. Whose next. Its got to 
go on. 

Take gasolines—any one of them will get you home 
when placed in your motor tank. For a long time Socony 
had the radio field; now we listen to programs sponsored 
by Texaco, Sunoco, Cities Service, Sinclair, Colonial, 
Tydol, Jenny and the like. And the funny thing about it 
all is, every one of them seem to think their product best. 
They are backing their faith with expensive profit making 
advertising campaigns. 

Speaking of “faith.” Whenever I hear a lot of Hol- 
stein “half-hearts” telling what we should do and then 
proceed not to do it, I am reminded of the little girl who 
had “faith.” It had been a terribly long, dry spell; every- 
thing about burnt up; wells and streams dry. So it was 
decided to hold an all-day meeting in the big, district 
school house, to pray for rain. Hot, dusty, and discouraged, 
the great crowd of men and women gathered at the meet- 
ing place. One little girl with bright, happy face, carried 
an umbrella, the only one in that disheartened assembly. 
Seeing her thus equipped, the good parson said to her, 
“Why, Janie, what have you brought that umbrella for?” 
With a still brighter smile, Janie replied: “We're going to 
pray for rain, arn’t we?”

cal for the Association to attempt to put on a National 
advertising campaign for Holstein milk at this time on 
account of lack of adequate available funds. He re- 
ported that during the last two years the effort had 
been principally along the line of supplying breeders 
with Holstein milk literature but that a comparatively 
small amount of this material is being used. He dis- 
cussed briefly the subject of standardization of milk, 
reporting a division of opinion on this subject within 
our own ranks as shown by action taken by the New 
York and Wisconsin associations and others. The 
alternatives are marketing our milk as it is, or breeding 
for a higher test for our breed, which is at best a slow 
process. He believes that the present demand for higher 
testing milk is more of a dealer than a consumer propo- 
sition in a time of surplus production and that the breed 
which can produce satisfactory market milk most eco- 
nomically will win out in the long run. 

The next speaker on this subject was Earl J. Cooper, 
who presented a very interesting discussion, outlining a 
definite plan for a Holstein milk marketing program. 
Mr. Cooper outlined briefly the history of Holstein milk 
promotion, which has been carried on intermittently for 
upwards of twenty-five years. He stated that there are 
three principal ideas that have been carried out in the 
past, namely, national advertising for Holstein milk, 
general milk advertising, and _ fact-finding regarding 
merits of Holstein milk for local use by producers. 

Mr. Cooper suggested that a plan be set up whereby 
breeders or groups of breeders in a locality could form 
a unit for marketing Holstein milk, these units to be 
made up of approximately 100 cows per unit. A trade- 


mark and special cap would be adopted and producers 
would pay one-fifth cent per quart for these caps; each 
unit would be marketing approximately 500,000 quarts 
a year, which would provide a fund of $1,000, of which 
$400 would be turned back for use in local advertising 
of Holstein milk, $200 turned over to the National As- 
sociation for its overhead in supervising the milk sales 
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program and $400 to go into a fund for national adver- 
tising. When 50 units were in operation this would give 
a fund of $20,000 a year for a national program, which 
in Mr. Cooper’s judgment would be adequate for effec- 
tive use in national magazines appealing directly to 
the housewife, medical journals, ete. This program is 
built along the same general lines as the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club is successfully developing, except 
that this suggestion goes farther and provides a pro- 
portion of the fund to be turned back for local use 
in advertising. We will present Mr. Cooper’s paper in 
full in an early issue. Mrs. Francis Osborne Kellogg, 
of Connecticut, was next introduced. Mrs. Kellogg out- 
lined interestingly some of their experiences at Osborn- 
dale Farm in developing a successful retail market for 
Holstein milk. Mrs. Kellogg stated that the main trou- 
ble with our Holstein breeders has been that we have 
held our milk too cheaply and have not had faith enough 
in its merits, and have not been active enough in stick- 
ing up for our breed. Prof. Strickland of Rhode Island 
followed briefly, urging continuous advertising of our 
products and greater confidence in our breed. He as- 
serted that the main value of any breed depends upon 
the sale of its products and urged that Holstein milk is 
a real “‘he-man’’ food. At the conclusion of this dis- 
cussion, Mr. R. B. Arnold of Pennsylvania, moved that 
a committee be appointed to study the Cooper and other 
plans of milk marketing and to report to the Board of 
Directors or to the National convention. This resolution 
was carried and the Board later appointed as a special 
committee on this subject Directors Martin J. Sheridan 
and J. Homer Remsberg, and Extension Director Ernest 
M. Clark. The committee will report to the Board at 
its next meeting in December. 
The Election of Officers 


President Thompson surrendered the Chair to the 
Executive Committee Chairman, Jas.

Sires Improve Herds 

Of the 32 sires proved through the 
cooperation of the Herd Improvement 
Associations and the New Jersey Ex- 
tension Service 22 were Holsteins. 
These 22 sires each had 5 or more 
daughters that had completed a lacta- 
tion. The total number cf daughters 
was 171. The average production of 
the daughters was 12,045 lbs. milk and 
417 lbs. of fat on the mature basis. 
The production of the dams of the 
daughters was 10,741 lbs. of milk and 
366 lbs. of fat or an increase of 1,304 
lbs. of milk (12%) and 51 lbs. of fat 
(14%) in favor of the daughters. 

It is interesting te note that 11 of 
these sires are living and that their 
96 daughters excelled the 75 daugh- 
ters of the dead bulls by 1,169 lbs. of 
milk and 34 lbs. of fat or 12% and 
8.6% respectively. 

It is believed that the superior per- 
formance of the living bulls over those 
that are dead is largely accounted for 
by the more careful selection of the 
former and by the fact that most of 
them came from ancestry that had 
proved itself faverably. 

The Camden Farm Herd 

The Camden County Farm now has 
a herd of 90 grade Holsteins headed 
by two 6-year-old bulls from Forsgate 
and Bloomingdale Farms. In the past 
4 years the herd average has _in- 
creased from 7,900 lbs. of milk and 264 
lbs. of fat to 9,203 lbs. of milk and 314 
Ibs. of fat. 

Schanzlin Herd Test Records 

The herd of Hans Schanzlin of 
Washington, N. J., will soon enter the 
third year of the Herd Test. Last 
vear his herd average was over 400 
Ibs. of fat and it is expected the year 
which will soon finish will equal or 
exceed the last year figure. Several 
head of breeding stock have _ been 
sold from the herd recently. 

Essex County Hospital Herd Making 
Herd Test Records 

The largest pure bred herd on Herd 
Test in New Jersey and one of the 
largest in the country is the Essex 
County Hospital herd of 111 milking 
Holsteins at Cedar Grove. Prelimin- 
ary reports indicate that this aggre- 
gation will come close to averaging 
500 Ibs. of fat. For several months 
the average daily production includ- 
ing dry cows has been 1.3 lbs. of fat 
per cow. 

College Sire Carrying on 

King Ormsby Jo Especial 442627 is 
continuing to prove that he is a good 
proved sire. The records of his first 
three daughters to freshen are as fol- 
lows:

Chaffee presented the report, which placed in nomination 
the following: President, Mr. A. J. Glover, Fort Atkinson, 
Wisconsin; Vice President, Mr. E. A. Baker, Rockingham, 
N. H.:; Director for four years, Mr. T. E. Elder of Mas- 
sachusetts, Mr. D. W. McLaury of New York, Mr. Fred J. 
Southcott of Wisconsin, Mr. L. T. Winger of Colorado. Mr. 
Beck, of Virginia, placed in nomination from the floor 
Mr. J. Homer Resmberg of Maryland. In seconding Mr. 
Remsberg’s nomination Mr. H. ©. Barker, then referred to 
the importance of the development of the breed in Mary- 
land during recent years. Col. French also spoke briefly 
in support of the nomiation of Mr. Remsberg. The Chair 
then called for a vote as to whether any amendment of the 
report of the Nominating Committee would be accepted, 
and on a standing vote, the amendment was acepted by 64 
to 40, which meant balloting on the five names for four 
places. Before proceeding to take this ballot, a motion 
was made by Mr. Elder that the Secretary cast on ballot 
for A. J. Glover as president. This was seconded by K. L. 
Hatch of Wisconsin, and was carried unanimously. }fresi- 
dent Thompson at this point expressed the appreciation of 
the honor that had been conferred upon him and of the 
cooperation and assistance members had given him during 
his two-year term as president. He expressed his convic- 
tion that the president should be not only an executive 
officer but should devote practically his whole time to the 
work of the Association, and should receive a sufficient 
salary for this work; also that the president in such case 
should by elected by the Board, the same as the other 
salaried officers of the Association. He then introduced 
President-Elect Glover, who pledged his best efforts to 
advance the interest of the Holstein-Friesian cow, although 
expressing his regret that other duties and obligations 
would render it imposible for him to give the job the 
time and attention its importance really deserved. 


Mr. A. P. Bigelow moved the approval of the report 
of the committee on the nomination of Mr. E. A. Baker 
as vice president, and this was unanimously adopted. 


A ballot was then taken for the election of directors. 
The result showed 91 votes for Mr. Elder, 89 for Mr. 
Southcott, 85 for Mr. Remsberg, 76 for Mr. Winger and 
75 for Mr. McLaury, the first four thereupon being de- 
clared elected. The new Board met immediately follow- 
ing, and re-elected Houghton Seaverns secretary-treas- 
urer; H. W. Norton Jr., Supt. of Advanced Registry, 
and E. M. Clark, Director of Extension Service, also ap- 
pointing the same committees as last year, with James A. 
Reynolds chairman of the executive committee, H. V. 
Noyes chairman of the finance committee, and W. S. 
Moscrip chairman of the extension service committee. 


Open Forum Day 


In accordance with custom, Tuesday preceding the 
convention is devoted to an open forum discussion of 
matters coming up for consideration of the convention 
and an educational program in which all were invited 
to participate. President H. W. Allyn, of the Illinois 
Holstein-Friesian Association, welcomed the breeders, 
and a response in behalf of visiting breeders was given 
by President Thompson. Then followed a discussion of 
the Herd Test by Supt. Norton. This came under the 
general topic of ‘“‘Trends in Testing and New Uses of 
Records.’’ Mr. Norton stressed the importance of the 
Herd Test from the angle of proving herd sires. This 
was followed by Dr. Goodale of Mount Hope Farm, who 
explained in considerable detail the history and useful- 
ness of the Bull Index idea. These addresses ran to 
some length and consumed the whole of the morning 
session. In the afternoon, Prof. J. W. Bartlett of New 
Jersey and Prof. W. W. Yapp, of Illinois, discussed 
interestingly the inheritance of high fat test among 
Holsteins. Prof. Bartlett described the experiment now 
in progress in New Jersey and gave some interesting 
studies they have been making on this subject, which 
we hope to present ‘in full detail in an early issue. Prof. 
Yapp, by the use of lantern slides, illustrated the laws 
of inheritance and pointed out some of the ways in 
which breeders can apply this knowledge in their breed- 
ing work. 


Following these addresses, Mr. H. V. Noyes, at the 
suggestion of the president, led the discussion of the 
proposed convention resolutions. This discussion, how- 
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ever, was not of very lengthy duration on account of 
the length of the educational program arranged, and the 
early adjournment necessary for the scheduled trip to 
Elmwood Farms, which was one of the big attractions 
of the week’s program. The question of fees was first 
taken up and Mr. Allyn of Illinois suggested the possi- 
bility of higher fees for A. R. testing in order to help 
the finances of the Association. Mr. Gold, of Connecti- 
cut, felt that this would be a bad mistake and would 
operate to put a damper on record making. Mr. Keeney 
of New Jersey stated that the present fee of $2 per cow 
for Advanced Registry drove his institution into the 
Herd Test and he is now glad of the change. Mr. Norton 
reported that 31% of the cows on test at present were 
in Class A, 53% in Class B, and 16% in Class C and 
that the Herd Test now costs about one-third of the total 
cost of maintaining the Advanced Registry office. Paul 
Stewart of Iowa urged that we do not discriminate 
against four time milking. He believes that we cannot 
bring out the best in our good cattle on two-time milk- 
ing and feels that is a part of our job. 


Mr. John B. Irwin of Minnesota reported that the 
sentimnt in his section is to waive the penalty fees at 
this time and expressed his opinion that the size of the 
fees to be charged depends upon the desires of the mem- 
bership in regard to interest and activity. Mr. Reynolds 
of Ohio reported that in his section the great mass of 
breeders are looking for this convention to reduce the 
whole scale of fees materially. Mr. Jas. Stark of New 
York defended the present scale of fees for transfer, 
stating that the financing of the Association’s activities 
must come from the breeders who are doing business 
and the state associations must continue support. Prof. 
K. L. Hatch of Wisconsin plead for the continuance of 
the present plan of support of state organizations, and 
expressed his belief that every breeder is willing to pay 
for the transfers at the present rate if he can sell his 
cattle. He expressed his belieif that we are on the way 
out of the depression and we will have an improving 
market for dairy products and for our cattle and that 
this is no time to cut down on our selling efforts. Mr. 
A. J. Williams of New York also expressed his belief in 
the value of state associations and the importance of 
extending them continued support. At this point, the 
meeting was adjourned for the scheduled trip to Elm- 
wood Farms. Just before adjournment, Mr. Reynolds 
offered a resolution of respect to William B. Barney, 
whose death was reported in these columns last time. 
This resolution had previously been adopted by the 
Board of Directors, with which Mr. Barney had been 
associated very closely for over thirty years in conduct- 
ing the affairs of the Association. 


Board Meeting 


The Board of Directors held its meeting on Monday 
of Convention Week with President Thompson presiding 
and all directors present except Messrs. French and 
Vesper. The reports of the various departments were 
presented covering the past year and also developments 
in the current year. The secretary presented 20v appli- 
cations for membership received since the December 
meeting of the Board. During this period, 123 mem- 
bers have been lost through death or expiration of lim- 
ited memberships, which brings the total membership 
of the Association on June 1, 1933 to 31,515. 


Chairman Noyes of the finance committee reported 
an upturn of business in May against the seasonal 
trend, and also that the auditor’s figures showed an 
excess of receipts over expenditures thus far in 1933. 

A proposal was presented from Mount Hope Farm to 
put up a fund of $5,000, the income from which is to 
be offered in annual prizes for sires making the best 
showing under the Index plan. This offer was accepted 
by the Board in behalf of the Association and Supt. Nor- 
ton was instructed to report suggested methods and 
plans of awards of prizes at the December meeting of 
the Board of Directors. 


Some time was also given to a discussion of the 
various proposals for changes in fees and other matters 
coming before the Convention later in the week. An 
informal poll of the Board showed a substantial major- 
ity of the Board in favor of a reduction in fees.

NEW YORK QUARANTINE ORDER 
AMENDED 
Commissioner Charles H. Baldwin 
issued a memorandum effective June 
5, modifying slightly the regulations 
under which special permits will be 
issued to bring pure bred cattle into 
New York State. Such special per- 
mits shall be limited to pure bred 
registered animals brought in for 
breeding purposes and use on con- 
signee’s premises only. Bulls over six 
months of age shall have passed one 
acceptable blood test within sixty days 
prior to importation. Females over 
six months of age shall come from 
herds having passed a blood test not 
more than 90 days prior to importa- 
tion or shall come from herds of 
which at least 95% of all animals over 
six months of age have passed a satis- 
factory blood test within 90 days prior 
to date of importation. Each individ- 
ual so imported shall have passed a 
second satisfactory blood test within 
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30 days after the above test and not 


more than 30 days prior to importa- 
tion. Bulls and females from herds 
that have passed a 100% clean test 
shall on arrival at the consignee’s 
premises be segregated under quaran- 
tine for a period of at least 60 days 
for a blood retest. Females from herds 
showing a 95% clean test shall on 
arrival at the consignee’s premises be 
segregated under quarantine for a 
period of at least 90 days for blood 
retest. All retests shall be at own- 
er’s expense, blood samples to be 
drawn by a duly licensed veterinarian 
and test made in an officially recog- 
nized laboratory. Any animal react- 
ing to any blood retest shall be held 
under quarantine on premises of con- 
signee or slaughtered. Animals com- 
ing from certified abortion free herds 
are, of course, admitted without quar- 
antine or retest requirements.

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The Elmwood Trip 


Tuesday afternoon, following the 
general discussion of the Association’s 
problems, about 250 were guests of 
Elmwood Farms, at what was con- 
ceded to be one of the finest ‘‘Con- 
vention parties” ever stage. A fleet 
of motor busses was provided by the 
host to transport the party, with an 
escort of motorcycle cops which per- 
mitted the parade to ride rough shod 
over Chicago’s traffic lights as it 
swept up Michigan Avenue and along 
the beautiful North Shore to Elmwood, 
some twenty-five miles north of the 
Loop. 

The first stop was at the Elm Farm, 
where quite a number of the more 
famous foundation cows of the Elm- 
wood herd are maintained, after which 
the party proceeded to the main farm 
which was in gala attire for the 9c- 
casion. Appetizers of various sorts were 
were set on one of the spacious lawns, 
dairy house and gaily decorated tables 
were set on one of the spacious lawns, 
where aé_ delicious and  bounteous 
buffet supper was served. 

To those who had never visited Elm- 
wood, this herd and its magnificent 
setting was a revelation. The im- 
mense cattle barn on the main farm 
is of brick construction and painted a 
dazzling white inside. Over each 
cows’ stall was placed a framed card 
giving her name, aged, record and 
the names of her sire and dam. Here 
and at the Elm Farm we saw no less 
than fifty-seven cows that have made 
records above 800 lbs. fat, five of them 
above 1,000 lbs. fat, forty-five of them, 
including four of the 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers having made their records at 
Elmwood. Quite a number of others 
now on test are apparently well on 
their way to records from 800 to 1,000 
Ibs. fat. 

Chief in interest to most of us was 
the Bessie family, consisting of “Queen 
Bessie” herself, her two daughters, 
her son, “King Bessie” and his daugh- 
ters and granddhughters, of which 
there are over 150 now in the herd. 


Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby, as 
most of our readers know, has’ two 


“1,400-lb.” butter records and was the 
first cow in the United States to make 
five records averaging over 960 Ibs. 
fat. Her older daughters, Queen 
Bessie Piebe Ormsby, has a record 
of practically 850 lbs. fat with 3.9% 
test, and her younger daughter, 
Queen Bessie Fobes Ormsby, who 
freshened twice before she was three 
years old, both times making excellent 
records, is now on test in her third 
lactation as a junior four-year-old and 
is expected to break the Class B rec- 
ord for that age, having better than 


720 lbs. fat in her first 216 days. She, 
by the way, is a daughter of Sir 





Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, 
six times All-American. 

“King Bessie” is now the only liv- 
ing son of his dam, Elmwood having 
had the misfortune of losing her 
younger son, “Sir Bessie’. Twice All- 
American and once Reserve in his 
younger days, ‘‘King Bessie” at six 
years old, looks capable of going out 
and giving all the great aged bulls in 
the country a real battle, although of 
course he is not kept in show flesh, 
being in heavy service. In the test 
barn may be found some half a dozen 
of the King Bessie daughters that are 
making outstanding records with first 
or second calf, all except one of them 
testing above 3.6%. Bessie May Col- 
leen, after finishing a three-year-old 
record of 666 lbs. fat, is now on Class 
B test as a_ four-year-old and _ pro- 
ducing some 75 lbs. fat a month. Bessie 
Ormsby Fidelia has better than 600 lbs. 
fat in her first 297 days, and ‘‘Coquette”’ 
”’Generous”, “Greda’’, and “Elaine” 
are all starting out strong, averaging 
from 60 to well over 75 lbs. fat a 
month. Another daughters, “Evelyn” 
has practically 720 lbs. fat with 3.9% 
test at two years old. Owing to the 
lateness of the hour of starting and 
the many attractions at the main 
farm, many guests failed to visit the 
heifer shed, where the yearling heif- 
ers rough it winter and summer in an 
open feeding shed until it is time to 
bring them in to fit for freshening. 
Here could have been seen close to 
fifty daughters of “King Bessie’ from 
some of the most famous matrons of 
Elmwood. 

The calf barn, which is one of the 
most complete and comfortable struc- 
tures of the stort we have ever seen, 
houses some thirty more King Bessie 
daughters, about half of them being 
from dams with better than 800 lbs. 
fat and three of them from 1,000-lb. 
fat dams. For the information of the 
guests, a complete pedigree of each 
calf was posted over her stall. 

According to Elmwood’s computa- 
tions, 110 sons have been born to the 
services of “King Bessie”, which are 
now owned in fifteen different states, 
besides Canada, Japan, Chile and 
Hawaii. Eighteen of these are owned 
in Illinois, in addition to those still 
at Elmwood, twelve in Wisconsin, ten 
in New York, and seven in Pennsyl- 
vania. Several are being reserved by 
Elmwood for present or future service 
and Elmwood has retained an interest 
in many of those credited above to 
other states.

They have a dozen of his daughters 
in the herd, of which about half are 
now on test. Several of them have 
already completed records up to better 
than 800 lbs. fat in three-year-old form 
and up to over 700 lbs. fat in two-year- 
old form. His most famous son, Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood, All-Ameri- 
can senior yearling in 1931 and Re- 
serve All-American two-year-old in 
1932, is in service in the herd as one 
of the junior sires. 

An attractive souvenir booklet for 
distribution at the Convention was 
prepared by Elmwood with the as- 
sistance of Vid Vye of the National 
Pedigree Company and we are _ in- 
formed that extra copies are available 
for all who ask for them while they 
last. It is illustrated with pictures of 
“King Bessie’ and his nine different 
offspring that have fourteen times 
had All-American mention; also pic- 
tures of “Queen Bessie” and twenty 
other great foundation matrons at 
Elmwood; and five former herd sires. 

The thanks of the Association are 
due to the Rasmussen family for their 
splendid entertainment and to the 
entire Elmwood organization which 
made this happy event possible. Bob 
Rausmussen, his superintendent, Ken 
Monson, and his sales manager, Ray 
Arnold, left nothing undone to make 
the guests welcome and Vid Vye was 
everywhere present to help’ keep 
things moving smoothly. There was 
no formal program attempted but 
everyone did as he or she pleased, in- 
specting the wonderful herd in its 
magnificent setting, refreshing the 
inner man and visiting with other 
Holstein fans from all parts of the 
country. It was a real national get- 
together and was one of the high spots 
of the week.

PART OF THE FARM BUILDINGS AT ELMWOOD 
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SOUTH AFRICANS ADOPT NEW 
REGISTRY SYSTEM 


The current issue of the South 
African Friesland Journal carries 
the details of the new registration 
system which went into effect Janu- 
ary 1, 1933, under the by-laws of 
the Friesland Cattle Breeders Asso- 
ciation of South Africa. Briefly, 
this system provides that birth 
notices shall be recorded with the 
secretary within fourteen days of 
the birth of the animal, together 
with a fee of three shillings. <A 
Calf Book certificate is thereupon 
issued, which will serve to identify 
the animal and transfers may be 
made on this record, and offspring 
of the Calf Book animals may be 
recorded in the same way. Penalty 
for failure to file within fourteen 
days or a fee of five shillings if re 
corded within 30 days of birth. Ap- 
plications received later than 30 
days from birth of animals are not 
accepted. The Calf Book record is 
kept in the office of the secretary 
but is not printed. 

Animals entered in the Calf Book 
are eligible for entry in the South 
African Friesland Herd Book or the 
South African Friesland Register. 
For the herd book, bulls are eligible 
for inspection after reaching the age 
of twelve months and must score at 
least 50% on each section of the 
score card and 70% of the total 
points. Females shall be eligible for 
inspection any time after first calv- 
ing and must score at least 50% in 
each section of the score card and 
70% of the total points. For the 
herd book, in addition to inspection, 
production records are requested for 
females and for the dams of bulls 
accepted. The minimum production 
requirements are graduated by ages 
commencing at 7,600 lbs. milk and 
260 lbs. fat with at least a 3% test 
for two-year-old heifers, up to 11,- 
000 lbs. milk and 400 lbs. fat for 
mature cows. No-animals are ac- 
cepted on the basis of records show- 
ing an average test of less than 3%. 
For the South African Friesland 
Register, animals will be accepted 
which have met the inspection re- 
quirements for type but which for 
any reason may not have met the 
production requirements. Both the 
Herd Book and the Register will be 
published, carrying complete infor- 
mation about each animal entered. 
The cost inspection for either the 
herd book or register is ten shillings 
per animal, and four shillings addi- 
tional for registration. Transfers 
on the record costs five shillings per 
animal. Mr. Jelte Hiemstra, secre- 
tary of the Friesland Cattle Breeders 
Association of South Africa, spent 
several months last year, studying 
herd book systems in Holland and 
other countries of Europe and this 
new system they have adopted is 
evidently the outcome of this study. 
We shall watch with interest its 
operation in South Africa. 


Hans Mayer, Vegreville, Alberta, 
sends us an interesting account of his 
Holstein breeding operations in the 
“frozen north’, 306 miles north of the 
international boundary. He pur- 
chased his foundation herd of six 
females in 1926, together with a week 
old bull calf, Nicomkel King Butter- 
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cup, who was used in the herd until 
1930 when he was traded to Univer. 
sity of Alberta for their herd sire, 
Cloverdale Posch Champion. His pre- 
sent herd sire is Prince Canary 
Meadow Lad, who is out of one of the 
original foundation cows, Canary 
Nina, on whom Mr. Mayer made a 
305-day record of 715 lbs. fat from 
19,985 lbs. milk. Others of the original 
foundation that have made good 305- 
day records in R. O. P. for Mr. Mayer 
are Pearl] Tulip, with 723 lbs. fat from 
16,850 lbs. milk, Nicomkel Canary 
Maud, with 701 lbs. fat from 19,410 
lbs. milk and Rosella Schuiling Posch 
with 635 lbs. fat from 17,953 Ibs. milk. 
A daughter of the last named cow 
made a year record as a two-year-old 
of 612 lbs. fat from 18,665 lbs. milk. 
The herd average has been kept for 
the past three years, being 16,060 Ibs. 
milk, 587 lbs. fat the first years, 15,810 
Ibs. milk, 571 lbs. fat the second year 
and 15,010 lbs. milk, 535 Ibs. fat the 
third year, with from ten to thirteen 
cows in milk most of the time. His 
herd has been rated in Canadian Ad- 
vanced Registry, none of them rating 
below Excellent and Canary’ Nina 
being given a Gold Medal rating. In 
addition to his dairying, Mr. Mayer 
has 350 acres of wheat, 350 acres of 
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oats and 100 acres of barley, with 100 
extra acres of oats which are cut for 
hay. His herd has been accredited 
since 1930 and seems to thrive in this 
climate where temperature of 40 
degrees below zero are not uncommon. 





Cow Testing in Foreign Countries 

It may be of interest to know how 
dairy herd improvement association 
work is progressing in countries other 
than our own. Through the Foreign 
Crops Service of the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics and other sources 
the Bureau of Dairy Industry has as- 
sembled the following information 
during last year. The figures given 
below are largely for the years 1930 
and 1931. 

Of all the countries listed above, 
Denmark has the highest percentage 
of cows on test, the highest average 
milk production, and is second in av- 
erage butterfat production per cow. 
Germany has the largest number of 
cows on test, Denmark the _ second, 
and the United States the third 
largest number. The United States 
has the highest average  butterfat 
production and stands second in aver- 
age milk production and third in 
number of cows on test, but has the 
lowest percentage of cows on test.
